rioters of Luzerue county should now roi'uua

The Governor of Pennsylvania is a higher 


officer than the ShenH' of a county, but in 
facing a law-defying and law-breaking mob 
the two officers represent precisely the same 
supreme authority. The proclamation of the 
Governor, issued from Harrisburg, means 
no more than the riot act read on the high- 
way by the local representative of law and 
order, except as it warns the law breakers 
that tho law will be enforced by an agency 
more powerful than is at a Sheriff's im- 
mediate command. The posse of deputies 
lined across the road and the regiment on 
guard at the scene of violence are perform- 
ing the same duty, and the peril of the law 
breaker is the same in resisting the one or 
the other. 


The essential principle which applies to 


all such conflicts between supreme Uw and 
organized resistance to law was well stated 
yesterday by the Lieutenant-Colonel of ou 
own Twenty third Pvegiment: 
"When fac 


to face with an emergency one must act in 
accordance with his best judgment. The 
moment a mob refuses to disperse, it sub 
jecta itself to the use of any firearms tha 
are necessary to drive it away."

puties, or a company of militia, or an entire 
brigade, the position of the rebel bandet 
with other rebels against law is the same 
He persists at his peril. If his blood flows, 
his blood is on his own head.—N. Y. Sun.

Here it spent the winter. 
In March, 1802, 


it took the field with that army and served 
through the campaign on the Peninsula; 
participating in the siege of Yorklown, the 
battles of Williamsburg, Savage Station, Fair 
Oaks, and Malvern Hill ; and in the flank 
march to Harrison's Landing, the regiment 
formed part of the rear guard, tlie post of 
honor. 
The 104th fired the first volley at 


Fair Oaks, and opened the battles around 
Richmond. 


In December, 18G2, the regiment was sent 


OUULU n.tu us unision. and alter serving ior 
a time in North Carolina, was ordered to 
South Carolina to assist in the siege of 
Charleston, one of the most remarkable in 
history. 
These operations, occupying eigh- 


teen months, were of the most arduous and 
dangerous character, on land and water, in 
which the 104th bore a conspicuous part, and 
for several months were under the fire of the 
enemy's guns. Among other duties, during 
these memorable operations, the regiment 
was one of those detailed to make the last 
assault on Fort Wagner, the key to the 
enemy's position on Morris Island. 


During this service, in addition to the 


siege operations proper, the regiment parti- 
cipated in the buttle on James Island, in 
July, 1803, arid that on John's Island in 
July, 1804. Later in (lie season the regi- 
ment, with other forces, wab sent to Florida, 
and after the purpose of that expedition had 
been accomplished it returned to South Caro- 
lina. The regiment, finished its three years 
enlistment in Virginia, and was mustered 
out of sbrvice. 


The 104th regiment went into service 1000 


strong, and its record of losses, from all 
causes, foots up 491' non-commissioned officers 
and men, and l;i commissioned officers were 
killed or wounded. 


The flags bear on them the names of the 


following battles :—Williamsburg, Bottom's 
Bridge, Yorktown, Fair Oaks, Fort Wagner, 
Richmond, Chickabomiuy, White Oak Swamp, 
Siege of Charlestown, James Island, John's 
Island, Carter's Hill aud Seven Pines. 


Durell1 s Battery was organized in connec- 


tion with thc 104th and under the same 
order. 
On reaching Washington it was 


transferred to the artillery arm of the ser- 
vice and never rejoined the regiment. It 
saw hard service and much of it. 
It parti- 


cipated in Pope's retreat in 1802, and fought 
at Kelley's Ford, Bristow Station, Second 
Bull Ran and Chantilly and later at Antietam, 
Fredericksburg. In 1863 the battery served 
in the Southwest, and was with Grant at 
Vicksburg and Jackson. It rejoined thc 
Army of the Potomac in the spring of 1864, 
and participated in the principal battles in 
the campaign from the Rapidan to Peters- 
burg, where it fought in the trenches until 
the fall of Richmond, and then took part in 
the pursuit of the Confederate Army to the 
surrender of Lee.

The Tourist and Uio Tariff. 


Under the now tariff law travelers 


coming from abroad to tho United States 
will have more trouble and more triali- 
to their temper than they hart Txjforc 
tho net wout into operation. Tho man 
provisions of tho law with regard tc 
American tourists aro tho following, 
as explained by Secretary Gage's cir- 
cular: 


Besidoiita of tho United States rofruni- 


inr,' from nhrond may bring with thorn 
into this coon try free of duty tho wearing 
apparel and other personal effects they 
took away, no matter what those cost. 
Bnt if they buy such apparol aud effects 


duty on all of tho value of over $100. 
That is to say, you can bring in with 
you foreign bought clothes worth f 100. 
All articles of value above that amount 
you must pay duty on, even thougli 
they bo personal effects and things to 
wear. Tho homo bought garments should 
have marks on them by which they can 
bo readily identified. 


Tho term "American residents ro- 


turning from abroad" has boon nar- 
rowed down by strict definition in tho 
new tariff regulations. An American 
resident abroad is a .person who has 
been traveling from place to place in 
foreign lands and has had meantime no 
fixed abode. But if a lady should go to 
Paris or Berlin with her daughters to 
polish them off by a foreign education 
of a year or two and take a house auy- 
whoro or live for a steady thing in a 
lodging house or hotel, as BO many 
Americans do, she and her children

$100, ho should so state and may speci- 
fy tho articles in excess of said value. 
If ho does not specify them, then they 
will bo assessed for duty at tho rate 
which would bo affixed by tho law to 
tho highest priced articles. It will be 
well for travelers to have with them a 
bill of salo of foreign bought goods. 
They will do well also to bear in mind 
that they have at all times tho right to 
object to tho duties levied on their 
goods and to file a protest with tho col- 
lector of customs at tho port.

Those 
stories have boon condemned fore and 
aft by good people as tending more to 
attract people into tho road to viru than 
to reform them. 


The experience of mankind proves 


that tho wicked can never bo made per- 
manently good by scaring them. The 
true method is always to set before them 
tho attractiveness of good rather than 
tho deformity of evil. The sight of an 
opium joint in a stereopticon view will 
naturally arouse in tho breast of an ad- 
venturous youth a desire to find out 
what the real thing is like. The only 
sure way to reform evildoers is to cap- 
ture them young, before they get very 
bad, and set their feet in the right way, 
making good citizens of thorn. Living 
pictures showing how this can bo done 
and has been done would bo moi-o to 
tho purpose.

Tho South African colonists hnvo got 


rid of their lions nnd elephants, but they 
havo not yet been able to get tho better of 
tho Lubonns. A baboon, although some- 
what like a dog, 1ms all the mischicvous- 
noss of a innn. Ho is theugliestanimal in 
nil creation. The Boors call him Adonis 
and never designate him under the official 
nume that has bocu given to him by sci- 
ence. 


Now this creature is tho curse of Cape 


Colony. Ho commits depredations fur tho 
love of the thing. 
Any imprudent tom- 


cnt that ventures too fur away from home 
is suro to be captured and strangled for 
fun by n baboon. Nearly all the Angoras, 
the choicest und most costly animals im- 
ported by the colonists, have been de- 
stroyed by tlioso huge monkeys. 
Even 


the d«gn share the same fate. Tho bravest 
and most pugnacious of the Knglish ca- 
nine breeds arti unable to cope with adver- 
saries armed with jnst as powerful jaws, 
und with the immense advantage of hav- 
ing four bands instead of four p&ws. 
With a dexterity that conspicuously ex- 
hibits his surgical aptitudes, the baboon 
bleeds his ennniy in tho throat, and in 
less than u minute tho duel ends in the 
death of the dog. 


When tho shepherd is away and tho dog 


has bten disposed of, tho flock is left with- 
out defense. Although the baboon gener- 
illy foods upon lizards and beetles, he does 
not despise a few mouthfnls of mutton, 
which he devours sented on tho back of 
his living victim. Unfoitnniite aro tho 
ponts nnd sheep thnt nro attacked by these 
crnoccpliuli I When Adonis finds his appe- 
tite fully satisfied, ho enjoys at a little 
distance the contortions of his victim. He 
frequently nttncks cows, but never ab- 
bull. The oscriuh, thanks to its extHi'or- 
dinnry spued, can easily gut away from the 
bubooi], but it is very much afraid of him 
and imnieduitely runs oil on hearing his 
bark. It is noteworthy that nature has 
given to the baboon not only the head of 
u dog, but also the voice of a dog. All 
birds thut nre nob remarkable for their in- 
tclligenco hnve an insurmountable dread 
of the cynoccphaltiB. 


Ono of the principal amusements of 


those big monkeys Is to gambol around 
tho wire fences that protect the tame os- 
triches just to terrify them. 
The panic 


among them is so urcat that they ofton 
break their legs in their wild rushes. This 
is a pastime which the monkeys seem to 
enjoy hugely. It is known thnt a broken 
leg for im nstrich means n death sentence. 


A baboon rims away from a man, but 


he bun no fear of a woman. After all 
(hero is no good ground for the mortal 
terror which Adonis inspires among some 
of the negro women of South Africa. 
AF 


u matter of fact, tho fear of the cynoccph 
all is often merely a pretest among the 
young Zulu nnd Basuto belles to gee the- 
escorts of their choice to accompany them 
tn r.hn wnllq 
.Thn baboon in a very bud 
fellow and an intolerable neighbor, but no 
should not bo slandered. 


The Adonises travel in packs of about 


50 or 00. Tlioy always keep out of gun- 
shot, range and watch for a chance to do 
mischief in tho absence of shepherds or 
guards. To get rid of the ugly marauders 
tho colonists some time ago established 
poisoning clubs, which were subsidized by 
the British authorities. 
All the old poi- 


sons and tho new discoveries of chemistry 
were tried, but they proved worthless. A 
hungry panther or jnoknl might easily 
enough swallow a few grains of arsenic or 
a strychnine pill placed in a piece of raw 
meat, but a baboon is never deceived by 
so simple u method. Ho is a delicate and 
refined 
fellow, accustomed generally to 


live upon eggs, fruits, lizards and differ- 
ent kinds of insects. Ho becomes curniv 
orous at rare intervals only, and appar- 
ently, in some degree at least, for the 
pleasure of torturing tho unfortunate do- 
mestic animals thut may fall into bif 
clutches. His infallible Instinct teaches 
him to distrust men, even when they are 
offering presents. With a marvelous scent 
that might well do honor to a professional 
expert he detects the presence of a mineral 
or vegetable poison in the quarter of mut- 
ton thut he finds by chance as he travels 
ulong. 
Moreover ho is thoroughly aware 


of the fact that wise apes in permanent 
contact with barbarians from Europe 
should never swallow pills. 


These animals are possessed of almost 


human intelligence. It is impossible to 
get near them in thednytime, and atnigbt 
during their hours of repose they are al- 
ways surrounded by a cordon of sentinels 
whoso vigilance is absolute. At the slight- 
est indication of the approach of an enemy 
one of the sentinels yells out: "Yah hou! 
Yuhhout" And in an instant tho whole 
troop disappears. It is unfortunate that, 
In his dictionary of tho language of mon- 
keys, Mr. Garner does not give us the ex- 
act derivation of "Yah hou!" 


It is also noteworthy that the baboons 


never attempt to fly if the man who oomee 
to trouble their repose is not armed with n 
gnu. Although they exhibit extraordinary 
power of measuring by instinct thn aver- 
age range of a rifle and cautiously keep 
out of the way, they exhibit no fear what- 
ever of cold steel. If they find themselves 
confronted by a settler with no means of 
defense except a hunter's knife, they send 
a shower of stones at him, and the lord of 
creation is obliged to retreat before a bat- 
talion of cynocephali that hurl projectiles 
at him while keeping at a distance, be- 
cause a man, even when he ia beaten, nev- 
er entirely loses his prestige among the 
baboons.—Paris Figaro.

"They were litmitlfnl ships, tho old 


Bliickbnll packets; long, trim clippers, 
thiit tore through the western occiui under 
H cloud of ciinviis that was kept spread ns 
loug as it would slay to tho yards. Many 
u one had jiever n dry duok or its crew a 
dry stituh of clothing In a dozen passages 
running. They wore finely Utted up in tho 
(inlins and did u great part of the over- 
seas passenger currying np to tho end of 
the war, but they were tough crows and 
hard officers that snilcd them—tho tough- 
est iind hardest, I reckon, in the world." 


Old Barney Kookliffo. the shlpkeeper at 


an East river wharf, was talking. He was 
a deep sou sailor for many years. 


"There was the regular pookot sailor, 


who would ship on no other craft," )io 
wont on to say, "packet rats, wo called 
them. When one of them was fixed out in 
his regulation togs—a red Havre shirt, 
black trousers, a glazed oap and neat calf- 
skin boots—ho WHS known as a 'Bucko' 
sailor, and put on great airs. They went 
in gangs that shipped together for the trip 
across the Atlantic. They fought tlie offi- 
cers where they dared and robbed and 
maltreated their fellow sailors. A green 
Dutchman on his first Blackball packet 
trip wns their special mark, and he was 
lucky if, besides having his cheat looted 
and the very boots stolen from his feet, he 
wero not brutally beaten. 
Tho regular 


paoket Bailor carried no chest or bag, only 
the clothes on his back. Ho came aboard 
drunk, wns driven, cursed and smashed 
through tbo pr.on<,Kc bj- tto om,lara „„,] 
made a pier head leap from the ship beforo 
sho was fairly moored at the wharf on the 
other sldo of the water. Pickpockets, bur- 
glars, criminals of evory sort, whoso in- 
dustries compelled them to mako sundry 
changes of residence, shipped in tho pack- 
ets so as to get from ono side of the ocean 
to the other. Such a man, if a good sea- 
man, might get through tho trip all right, 
but if not ho fared hard at tho hands of 
tho officers. 


"It needed masterful, determined offi- 


cers to keep such men under, and tho 
paoket offlcsrs were of that kind. 
They 


•wore fighters always ready, nnd their or- 
ders were sharp and stern, with it curse, 
and perhaps a snatch block or belaying pin 
coming close behind them if tho men were 
slow to move or to understand. A Black- 
ball ship often camo into port with fewer 
men than she started with, and many un 
officer found it necessary regularly to lonvo 
the ship bofore she came to anchor and 
stay in hiding until she sailed again to 
avoid tho warrants of arrest against him 
on account of his treatment of tho crew. 
After a Blackball ship had cleared away it 
usually happened that a Whitehall boat 
put out from some pior and set on board 
two or three men who, clapping on round, 
gutting tho crow into worKing oruer uii 
short notice. 


I was not tho kind of packet sailor I 


have been telling you about, but I sailed a 
number of trips in the Blackball ships 
during the civil war. Sailors wero scarce, 
and the pay of SSO to $100 in gold for a 
trip was too tempting to miss. 
Being a 


good sailor and tempciato, I got on well 
with the officers, and I managed to pull 
through without trouble with the men, 
but I paw some rough &igbts and doings. 
Tho thing that impressed mo most was 
what I saw ono Christinas day, with tho 
ship lying out at anchor read}7 to sail at 
turn of tide. It was bitterly cold. 
The 


crew had come aboard ID all stages of 
drunkenness, from fighting to dead drunk, 
and the uproar about tho foreoastle was 
I 


like what I have heard told of sheol. 


"Among the ero\p was a very decent 


looking old man, warmly eliitl, and wear- 
ing, I remember, a rod comforter round his 
neck. 
I don't know whether he had been 


drinking or not or whether ho accidentally 
[ell or was pushed clown the hatchway, 
but he fell some 10 or]2feot down into 
the (orehold. A gang of the packet rats 


nnd kicked him until ho was insensible, 
nnd robbed him of everything they fancied 
about bin. 


"When the Kliip wns pot under wny and 


the crow were mustered amidships to bo 
oliuson off into watches, tho old man stood 
among the rest, looking in mighty bad 
shape after tho treatment he had under- 
gone. As a rule little notice would have 
boon taken of the matter and no inquiries 
made, but it chanced that tho captain and 
he were both Freemasons, and the old man 
gave the captain a Masonic sign, and that 
got him notice. The captain's eyes blazed 
as he heard the old man's story, and bo 
told him to point out the men who had 
boaten and robbed liiin. Ho identified six 
or seven—ono of them was wearing his 
red comforter—and they were ordered to 
stand out apart from the rest of tho crew. 


"They wero compelled to deliver up to 


the old man everything that he said was 
his, then the mate and second mute, tho 
boatswain and carpenter put on steel 
knuckles and walked into them. Tho fel- 
lows were knocked down and hammered 
and then pulled up to bo knocked down 
again, the steel knuckles, wherever they 
lauded, cutting liko knives, until the deck 
looked like a slaughter pon. It was a cruel 
punishment, but none can ray that it 
was!)'t deserved. 


"Now and then n packet officer would 


be killed by the crew. What these officers 
hated worst was to find a landlubber ship- 
ped as an able seaman, and they used to 
mako tho trip a miserable one to him. 
Some of their punishments were queer 
ones, sncli as setting a man to dip water 
from one bucket to another with a tea- 
spoon or fitting canvas wings to him and 
making him pass tho watoh aloft on a 
yardarm, crowing like a cock at every two 
bells."—Is'cw York Sun.
